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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 2 1 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect 
a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to a method for manufacturing a USB electronic key, class 
29, subclass 854; 

• Group II, claims 10-14, drawn to an electronic key, class 235, subclass 492. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

• Group I has such special technical feature of a cut out tape, which is lacking in Group II; 

• Group II has such special technical feature of a dielectric thickness less than 200 microns, 
which is lacking in Group I. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 
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(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries);

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

2. A telephone call was made to the office of James A. LaBarre (703-836-6620) on 9/25/08 
to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
